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crowded field of seven seasoned Mount Vernon Democratic 

mayoral candidates, including incumbent Mayor Ernie D. Davis, 
77, and former Mayor Clinton Young, 55, are in a fierce battle to win 
the nomination in the city’s Sept. 10 mayoral primary. 


The other Democratic may- 
oral candidates are: State Sen. Ruth 
Hassell-Thompson, 71, City Coun- 
cilwoman Deborah Reynolds, 49, 
City Comptroller Maureen Walker, 
61, former School Board Trustee 
Marc Stuckey, 56, and City Coun- 
cilman Richard Thomas, 32. 

They are expected to square 
off against Republican and inde- 
pendent candidates. 

Mayor Davis, a_ former 
Westchester County legislator, first 
took over as Mount Vernon mayor 
in 1996 and served three consecu- 
tive four-year terms until he was 
defeated by then-county Legislator 
Young in 2007. Davis was re- 
elected 2011, beating out oppo- 
nents that included including 
Comptroller Walker, Councilman 
Edwards, and Peter Sherril. Davis’ 
current term expires at the end of 
this year. 

Davis announced his bid for 
another term just months after he 
pled guilty to tax evasion charges 
and was sentenced to probation 
and fined. 

Declaring that he wanted to 
“continue to serve the people and 
create progress for our commu- 


nity,” Davis also pledged that his 
re-election campaign would focus 
on job creation, economic develop- 
ment and crime reduction to make 
Mount Vernon a viable destination 
for the young and old alike. 

Former Mayor Young is look- 
ing to oust Davis, whom he pushed 
out of office in 2007 before Davis 
regained the office in the 2011 re- 
match. Young said that his oppo- 
nents need to answer to voters 
what they have done to improve 
the city. 

"The field is very crowded 
and that's a good thing for Mount 
Vernon," Young said. "This is not 
a popularity contest. In this cam- 
paign, we will have to deal with the 
true issues...everyone has to put 
their record on the line." 

In the city’s November 2013 
elections, Walker ran unopposed 
and was re-elected comptroller. 
She is currently serving her fifth 
four-year term. With some 23 years 
as the city’s chief financial officer, 
Walker said she is banking on her 
experiences, strong leadership, in- 
tegrity and her people’s skills.

However, this will not be 
the end of marriage as the 
American constitution provides 
equal opportunities and free- 
dom of expression for every cit- 
izen. 

Therefore, as Christians we 
will continue to defend mar- 
riage as the union between a 
man and a woman.

Councilwoman Reynolds, whose cur- 
rent term on the council is up this year, said 
she is running as an independent voice to 
slow the city’s out-of-control taxes and to 
improve quality of life. She said her clashes 
with Davis and other members of the coun- 
cil motivated her to run. "It's time for some- 
one to step up," she said. "We do have some 
differences." 

Councilman Thomas has been in office 
since 2012 and is also a vocal critic of 
Davis.

Fish Dealer Plead Guilty to Fraud 


To: Fish Market Inc., a federally-li- 
censed fish dealer located in the Bronx, 
and its company president, Mark Parente, of 
Englishtown, NJ, pleaded guilty July 7 in fed- 
eral court in Central Islip, New York, to fed- 
eral felonies stemming from their role in 
systematically covering up purchases of ille- 
gal fluke (summer flounder), scup and black 
sea bass that were being harvested in violation 
of the federal Research Set-Aside (RSA) Pro- 
gram, the Justice Department’s Environment 
and Natural Resources Division announced. 

Parente pleaded guilty to two counts of 
wire fraud, one count of aiding and abetting 
mail fraud and one count of falsification of 
federal records for fraud schemes that ran 
from May through December 2011. Parente’s 
schemes involved two Long Island trawlers, 
one based in southern Nassau County and an- 
other in northern Suffolk County. 

The trawlers utilized the RSA Program 
as a mask for unlawful quota overages. In 
order to conceal the fishermen’s illicit catch, 
Parente directed unwitting company person- 
nel to prepare and file at least 78 false dealer 
reports to the National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration (NOAA), which omit- 
ted or misidentified approximately 203 000 
pounds of fluke, 50,000 pounds of scup and 
12,000 pounds of black Sea Bass. The whole- 
sale value of the fish was stipulated as 
$481,000. 

Lou’s Fish Market Inc. pleaded guilty to 
the falsification of federal records charge as 
well as one count of Lacey Act False Labeling 
for the knowing use of false documents in 
connection with approximately 70,000 
pounds of fluke that was shipped to interstate 
customers. 

As part of the plea deal, the two defen- 
dants agreed to pay $932,000 in combined 
fines and restitution. The defendants also 
agreed to make a $110,000 community serv- 
ice payment for the enhancement of sea grass 
and fluke habitat around Long Island. The 
jointly proposed sentence includes a ban on 
Parente from holding a federal dealer license, 
accessing NOAA’s SAFIS computer system, 
participating in the RSA program, or being in 
a position to direct others to complete dealer 
reports. Lou’s Fish Market also agreed to in- 
creased recordkeeping and auditing require- 
ments. 


The court will hear sentencing recom- 
mendations regarding non-agreed terms at a 
hearing set for Dec. 3, 2015. “The Depart- 
ment will continue to vigorously prosecute 
those who jeopardize our nation’s fisheries by 
providing a market for illegally caught fish,” 
said Assistant Attorney General John C. 
Cruden. “In this case, the crime is all the more 
aggravated because the participants took ad- 
vantage of a federal program designed to 


study fish populations and enable law-abiding 
fishermen to increase their catch.” 

“Protecting our nation's honest fisher- 
men is, and will always be, a top priority for 
NOAA. Egregious acts that undermine the 
sustainable management of our fisheries re- 
sources and steal from those in the industry 
who follow the rules will not be tolerated,” 
said Eileen Sobeck, Assistant Administrator 
for NOAA Fisheries.

Conklin, 28, and Julene Mercano, 50, 
both of 117-17 219th Street in the Cambria 
Heights section of Queens on July 2 charged 
with growing scores of marijuana or pot 
plants on the second-floor of their residence 
using more than $64,000 worth of electricity 
stolen from Con Edison. 

Conklin and Mercano are presently 
awaiting arraignment in Queens Criminal 
Court on a criminal complaint charging them 
with second-degree grand larceny, first-de- 
gree criminal possession of marihuana and 
theft of service. If convicted, they each face 
up to fifteen years in prison. 

According to the charges, police from 
the NYPD’s 105th Precinct executed a court- 
authorized search warrant at the defendants’ 
residence at approximately 7:20 a.m. on July 
1, 2015. Once inside, they allegedly ob- 
served Conklin and Mercano in the living 
room. 

It is alleged that in ascending to the sec- 
ond floor, police discovered that the floor 
was divided into a west room, an east room 
and a common area. From the west room, 
police allegedly recovered twenty marijuana 
plants, all of which were approximately five 
feet high. From the east room, police al- 
legedly recovered twenty-one marijuana 
plants, all of which were approximately five 
feet high. 

It is also alleged that police observed 
multiple transformers and that a Con Ed rep- 
resentative observed multiple lines that were 
being used to manipulate the service boxes 
to the location. 


Former Con Edison 
Employee Gets 10 Yrs 


Impersonating a Police Officer 
and Sexually Attacking Prostitute 
BROOKLYN: 

35-year-old former Con Edison em- 

ployee was sentenced to 10 years in 
prison following his conviction last month 
for forcing a woman to engage in sexual ac- 
tivity in 2012 by impersonating a police of- 
ficer and threatening her with an arrest if she 
did not comply. 

Warren Taylor, 35, of Bushkill, PA. was 
sentenced July 9 by Brooklyn Supreme 
Court Justice Alan D. Marrus to 10 years in 
prison followed by 10 years of post-release 
supervision and sex offender registration. 
The defendant was convicted of first-degree 
criminal sexual act and first-degree criminal 
impersonation following a jury trial. 

According to trial testimony, the defen- 
dant approached the victim— who worked 
as a prostitute— on Vermont Street in East 
New York, Brooklyn on January 5, 2012. 
The victim entered the defendant’s car 
where the defendant falsely stated that he 
was a police officer and drove her to a 
nearby location. 

The defendant then ordered the victim 
out the car where he handcuffed and frisked 
her. Once back in the car, the defendant 
forced the victim to engage in a sex act by 
telling her she would be arrested if she did 
not. The defendant used his Con Edison-is- 
sued handheld radio, according to court doc- 
uments, to trick his victim into believing he 
was a cop. 
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Guyanese accuses Carnival 
Association of Discrimination

Mores of the Caribbean Guyana Insti- 

tute for Democracy (CGID) have ex- 
pressed concern about discrimination and 
anti-Guyanese sentiments expressed by the 
West Indian Day Carnival Association 
(WIADCA), organizers of the Labor Day Pa- 
rade in Brooklyn. 

According to a press release from CGID 
President, Rickford Burke, a Guyanese, 
WIADCA’s board of directors is almost ex- 
clusively Trinidadian. The association has 
long been perceived as closed to non-Trinida- 
dians. 

“They openly express anti-Guyanese 
prejudices and opposition to non-Trinidadians 
joining the organization,” said Burke, adding 
that they have expressed fears that “outsiders 
will come in and takeover.” 

Some members of the association’s 
board allegedly made the discriminatory 
statements after a Guyanese applied for mem- 
bership. WIADCA subsequently wrote advis- 
ing the applicant that board members are 
prohibited from disclosing internal discus- 
sions during the consideration of the applica- 
tion. 

Street Hype was unable to reach 
Thomas Bailey, president of WIADCA, how- 
ever ina letter dated March 11, 2015, Bailey 
rejected Burke’s application for membership 
noted that “after carefully reviewed all mate- 
rials you provided in connection with your ap- 
plication; we regret to inform you that your 
application for membership did not receive 
the minimum number of directors votes that 
are necessary in order to be accepted into the 
WIADCA membership at this time. 

Bailey also explained that “given the 
confidential nature of board discussions re- 
garding membership applications, no director 
is permitted to discuss the proceedings relat- 
ing to your application for membership.” 

CGID in a July 8 statement blasted the 
prohibition, saying, it “demonstrates a lack of 
transparency. It is also an acknowledgment 
that the secret process for the consideration of 
the application cannot withstand scrutiny. It 
is preposterous for an organization whose ex- 
istence depends on public funding and sup- 
port to harbor board members with the 
segregationist views alleged.” 

The Institute said WIADCA bears full re- 
sponsibility for the perpetuation of discrimi- 
nation in its name. It contended that the 
association’s insularity and divisive shenani- 
gans have fractured the fabric of the 
Caribbean-American community. CGID, a 
rights and advocacy outfit, posited that other 
nationalities have also complained about 
being sidelined and of prejudicial treatment 
from WIADCA. 

WIADCA receives funding from corpo- 
rations, elected officials and government 
agencies that sponsor the association’s Labor 
Day parade each year. “Their alleged discrim- 
ination on the basis of national origin, there- 
fore, presents a serious liability for sponsors,” 
Burke noted. 

“The issuance of permits for WIADCA’s 
Labor day Parade is pursuant to statutes that 
prohibit discrimination. Consequently, CGID 
intends to engage WIADCA’s sponsors, in- 
cluding City and State officials, on this matter. 
They risk being perceived as complicit with 
the association’s insularity if they fail to ad-

vocate for institutional reforms and denounce 
inherent prejudices,’ Burke said. 

Burke said that it is ironic that WIADCA 
profits tremendously from non-Trinidadians. 
“They want our money and participation in 
revenue generating activities. Yet they advo- 
cate that we are unworthy of membership. 
This reality will force non-Trinidadians to re- 
assess their financial and other support for 
WIADCA," Burke asserted 

He observed that hostility towards 
Guyanese specifically, and non-Trinidadians 
generally, must be strongly condemned and 
vigorously challenged.

Contending that the Guyanese commu- 
nity in the New York metropolitan area is over 
230,000 strong, Burke stressed, “Guyanese do 
not need WIADCA. To the contrary, 
WIADCA needs Guyanese!” 

He said the Guyanese community is con- 
templating staging its own “Unity Parade,’ in 
a carnival-like atmosphere, annually. The 
Guyana Unity parade was launched on June 
14, 2015 with a massive march and rally on 
Church Avenue, Brooklyn, which attracted 
over 12,000 Guyanese-Americans.

EU imposes anti-dumping 
duties on Rusal 


KINGSTON: 

C Rusal, which has mining operations 

in Jamaica, is facing anti-dumping du- 
ties on aluminium foil it manufacturers, after 
an initial investigation showed the product 
was sold in the 28-nation European Union at 
below normal market prices. 

The EU's Official Journal reported on 
the weekend that a provisional anti-dumping 
duty of 12.2% would be levied on imports 
of Russian aluminium foil, which is made 
exclusively by Rusal, the world's largest alu- 
minium producer. 


The provisional duties will be for six 
months. By that time the EU's Executive 
Commission will have completed its inves- 
tigation, which may result in the imposition 
of definitive duties, normally lasting five 
years. 

Rusal, which has three bauxite-alumina 
plants in Jamaica - Kirkvine, Alpart and 
Ewarton - has said it will continue to work 
with the European Commission. It said it 
hoped the duties will ultimately be decreased 
or canceled. 





[a Selling residency 
permits to foreign nationals

PANAMA CITY, Panama: 

S tatistics released by Panama's immigration 
agency show that over 6,000 foreign na- 

tionals, primarily from Venezuela and Colom- 

bia, have received residency papers, as of 

June 10, 2015, in exchange for a reported 

$1 million fee. 

It seems that the cash-strapped govern- 
ment of Panama is accepting cash, in US dol- 
lars, and is not asking the applicants to show 
either source of funds, or prove that they are 
engaged in a lawful occupation. 


Of the 6,320 applications approved, 
1,910 came from Venezuelan nationals; 948 
from Colombia. That's over 45% of the total. 
Given that US dollars are next to impossible 
to obtain in Venezuela, due to strict currency 
controls, and the crashing Bolivar, there is a 
presumption that the cash is coming from il- 
legal activity, principally drug trafficking; the 
situation is much the same in Colombia. 

Reliable sources in Panama explain that 
the residency program is not advertised 
abroad, and a number of individuals with 
questionable backgrounds are now lawful per- 
manent residents of Panama. 





Internet experts meet to 
improve Caribbean networks 


BRIDGETOWN, Barbados: 

he first-ever Caribbean Peering and In- 

ternet Connection Forum (CarPIF) suc- 
cessfully concluded with commitments from 
Internet companies Akamai Technologies 
and Google to pay closer attention to the 
needs of Caribbean Internet service providers 
and consumers. 

More than 40 regional and international 
technology experts met in Barbados on May 
27 and 28 to discuss strategies for improving 
the economics and technical efficiency of In- 
ternet content delivery in the Caribbean. 

The meeting, organised by the 
Caribbean Network Operators Group 
(CaribNOG), explored the state of Caribbean 
Internet infrastructure, the impact of local In- 
ternet exchange point (IXP) deployment in 
the region, and practical steps for improving 
the quality and cost-effectiveness of Internet 
service across the region. 

The gathering was supported by two 
non-profit Internet organisations, Packet 


Clearing House (PCH) and the Internet So- 
ciety (ISOC), along with the Caribbean 
Telecommunications Union. 

It attracted Internet service providers, 
including Cable & Wireless and Columbus 
Networks, as well as telecommunications 
regulators and [XP operators from across the 
Caribbean. International participants in- 
cluded the American Registry for Internet 
Numbers (ARIN) and the Internet Registry 
for Latin America and the Caribbean (LAC- 
NIC), search-engine giant Google, and Aka- 
mai, the world’s largest content delivery 
network provider. 

“The success of the region’s first peer- 
ing forum is testament to the increasing ma- 
turity of the Caribbean Internet community, 
and the increasing regard for that community 
by international players in the Internet 
space,” said Bevil Wooding, internet strate- 
gist with PCH and a main organiser of the 
event. 
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The Feds Could Monitor 





Your Phone Records

| P sane the Associated Press reported that the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice used subpoenas to collect telephone 
calling records for many of their journalists and editors. In 
doing so, the AP brought light to an interesting crisis at the 
nexus between secrecy, privacy, constitutional boundaries, and 
modern technology. 





The relevant law for wiretapping phone communications 
dates back to a 1979 Supreme Court decision, which said there 
is a distinction in privacy between dialing a number and lis- 
tening to a call; the Supreme Court narrowly limited protection 
to the latter. 

The backstory: Last year, the AP ran an article about an 
al-Qaeda underwear bomb plot that relied on sensitive infor- 
mation given to the news service by an undisclosed source. 
The Department of Justice considers leaking classified infor- 
mation to be a national security risk. When someone leaks to 
the press, the department's policy is to pursue the leak, not the 
journalists who extracted it. 

Which is why the Justice Department went after the AP's 
phone records. A list of numbers dialed by editors and jour- 
nalists is in theory a good place to start looking. Under current 
wiretap law, dialed numbers are not afforded the same protec- 
tion as calls, and can be obtained without a warrant. 

Here's the problem. When the Supreme Court set the legal 
precedent back in 1979, phone records contained much less 


information. Nowadays, a phone record's metadata includes 
not just the phone number, but the time the call took place, the 
call origin, the call duration, and the carrier. 

The Electronic Frontier Foundation, a non-profit dedi- 
cated to the protection of digital rights, said in a statement re- 
leased yesterday that it "no longer makes sense to treat calling 
records and other metadata related to our communications as 
if they aren't fully protected by the Constitution." 

Electronic communications have improved drastically 
since the legal precedent was set, and the amount of revealing 
data now transferred with a phone call is far greater than just 
a telephone number. But the law has yet to catch up with tech- 
nology— which means the Justice Department has access to a 
lot more than just the numbers dialed by the AP's journalists.

Laser Hair Removal for Men 


aser hair removal is our topic of the mo- 

ment and Groupon and most of the major 
deal companies are offering great deals for laser 
hair removal treatments to men and women. Let 
us find out what it is all about and what is laser 
hair removal? Part 2: Electrolysis. 

I had an opportunity to spend time with 
Jennifer Richardson a licensed Esthetician and 
Laser Tech. Jennifer has been in the industry for 
more than 15 years. Jennifer is the owner of 
Vanish Laser in midtown Manhattan. In the in- 
terview Jennifer gave me key points which my 
readers will find quite informative. 

First let us define what is Laser Treat- 
ment? Laser hair removal treatments are an 
FDA approved method for permanent hair re- 
duction, but not permanent hair removal. The 
client must have multiple treatments for best re- 
sults. 

The process involves using a hand-held 
laser device which the tech applies to the 
client’s skin. The pulse light on the client’s skin 
seek out dark pigment (color) of hair, and im- 
pairs the hair follicle. Meaning light and dark. 
Note the hair begins to fall out within many 
days after treatment, on average within (10 — 
14). Note hair does grow back this is not per- 
manent hair removal. 

Laser treatment per Jennifer” "skin type 
determines the appropriate laser settings." As 
you may not be aware there is laser setting for 
white skin and laser setting for black skin. I had 
to get clarity as to why there are different types 
of setting and this is due to the amount of 
melanin in the skin. The higher the melanin the 
higher the propensity for burns and therefore 
the treatment must be tailored according to the 
client, skin type and skin hue. 

Subsequently, as it is now summer the 
challenge of skincare for the client is protec- 
tion. So in line with hair removal and after care 
for the client; "making sure the client under- 
stands the procedure is key. It is extremely 1m-

portant to inform the client prior to the session 
about guidelines and expectations of the service 
and you must also obtain their signed consent." 

As we continued the interview I asked 
Jennifer about her client base and most inter- 
estingly she revealed "About 50% of my clien- 
tele are men. They lean towards full back or full 
body treatment, whereas women are more area 
specific." 


Laser treatment and burns, during the in- 
terview I mentioned to Jennifer [ had a call 
from a woman who was burned during laser 
treatment and had to go to the emergency room 
for treatment. Jennifer expressed the side ef- 
fects of laser, "Unfortunately, in spite of pro- 
viding post care documentation and protocol, 
some individuals are rather lax in their at-home 
care or don't fully understand what the area can 
look like after treatment until they see the 
treated area days after. 

However, burns can happen if the settings 
are incorrect or the client isn't forthcoming with 
skin issues or flair ups and just want the treat- 
ment. Those scenarios happen. That's why I 
stress the importance of talking to your client 
prior to each session and inspecting the area be- 
fore beginning treatment." 

Once a client receives instructions for 
laser aftercare the most important thing to be 
done is to follow the protocol that is given. On 
average the laser session for full face treatment 
is 15 minutes in duration on average.

I have been HIV since 1992 and I have 
been smoking marijuana since the 1960s. I 
was president of an HIV/AIDS organization 
during the late 90s called Black and Latino 
AIDS Coalition, Inc.

That is where I’ve left the argument until 
several years ago I became President of New 
York State Committee to Legalize Marijuana.’ 
The medical value of marijuana in the treat- 
ment of AIDS has become an important issue 
again. 

Dana Beal, the oldest living advocate 
pushing for legalizing marijuana in America, 
has been saying that marijuana does slow the 
progression of HIV. He has an article citing 
the technical facts of the experts that con- 
cludes marijuana does slow progression of 
HIV. I decided to do some research and my 
findings were very interesting. 

According to the same 2014 study cited 
by Dana, Louisiana State University said 
smoking marijuana may help slow the spread 
of HIV. I’m not going to go over the technical 
jargon. 

But in layman terms, the researchers 
found that by administering marijuana to 
monkeys over the course of 17 months, they 
could halt the damaging effects of HIV, In 
other words, the scientists suggest that the ac- 
tive ingredient in marijuana 1.e.

The way marijuana acts on monkeys with 
SIV may be different than the way marijuana 
acts on humans with HIV. Furthermore, the in- 
jection of a certain type of THC is not the 
same as smoking a joint. But, don’t feel dis- 
mayed, there is another older study that is 
more promising to me. 

March 20, 2012 Mount Sinai School of 
Medicine researchers discovered that mari- 
juana-like chemicals trigger receptors on 
human immune cells that can directly inhibit 
a type of human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) found in late-stage AIDS. 

The findings are published online in the 
journal Plus One. The study author Christina 
Costantino, PHD said that cannabinoid drugs 
like marijuana can have a therapeutic effect in 
AIDS patients.
